Little more than three years ago a frightened band of introverted individuals, 
among them a few notorious extroverts, cautiously approached Sweetwater's campus, 
and stood huddled in the halls of the institution where they were to begin three years 
of studious academic research. 

Many outstanding events took place in those three years. The most memorable 
ones after we had advanced to our senior, oh, sacred word, year. 

All senior classes have been wont to produce a senior play, and ours was no excep¬ 
tion, as was evidenced by a packed auditorium on the nights on November 8 and 9.

Alas—no snow 
The sun was shining, but it did little to temper the seemingly sub-zero atmosphere. The 
day ended, as all such days do, early into the next day, for the festivities were carried 
on and on and on. 

One of the climaxing events that comes around the close of each semester is the 
senior assembly. Credit is given where credit is due and the underclassmen are shown 
what there is to work for. While seniors were seated on the platform solemnly gazing 
from beneath, or around dangling tassels, there was a momentary lull in the proceedings 
—a lull just long enough for the entire aggregation to rise to its feet and give one mighty 
"fifteen" for the senior A's; the yell rattled the rafters and startled the school board. This 
was a feat that they had attempted time and time again since their sophomore year 
but had never been able to make any more than a trio or a quartet affair. 

At last, on the night of February I, the group of individuals who had entered three 
years before sat on the platform looking most wise and learned. They were characters 
still, but with a dash of superiority that came after three years of aforementioned aca¬ 
demic research. A short walk across the platform, a hand reaching out for the diploma, 
a recessional, and then it was all over.
